REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Response to Amendment 

2. The Amendment submitted on August 3, 2006, has been entered. Claims 10,12, 22, and 
24-38 have been cancelled. Claims 1,11,13-21, and 23 have been amended and claims 40 - 
49 have been added. Therefore, the pending claims are 1 - 9, 1 1, 13 - 21, 23, and 39 - 49. 

3. The 35 USC 103 rejections over Lawless (5,891,547) are withdrawn since Lawless fails 
to teach applying the hook-engagable material to the flutes of a corrugated board. 

4. The 35 USC 103 rejections over Nemec et al. (6,010,387) are withdrawn since Nemec et 
al. fails to teach applying the hook-engagable material to the flutes of a corrugated board. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach or fairly suggest laminating a hook-engagable web material to the spaced apart flute 
regions of a corrugated core. An updated search produced no new art of record. 

6. Thus, claims 1 - 9, 1 1, 13 - 21, 23, and 39 - 49 are allowed.
